4. Regarding claim 1 , none of the prior art of record specifies or makes obvious the method 
of separating and measuring 37 Ar, namely the specific combination of steps. 

5. Similarly, regarding claim 2, none of the prior art of record specifies or makes obvious a 
system for separating and measuring 37 Ar, namely the control unit that causes the operation of 
the sampling unit, the separating/purifying unit and the measuring unit according to the method 
of claim 1 .
